Germany and the Eastern 
Question- 

A writer in the Pall Mall Gazette ro- 
mindis^^^world iiiai because Germa- 
ny has not Seen miiob heard of during 
theSfiRent diplomatio diffioulUes is no 
reason why her iu^uenoe has not been 
felt'and exercised in an indirect man- 
ner. We. laafitt fimaginei no European 
enf^fagleiflent' without Germany exev- 
cising « Pot6"i» unseen, influence 
upon' the nations moat interested. She 
Ih too powerful and the moral influ- 
ence of her friendship too great to 
admit of her being shut out from the 
doliberntiona on any difficulty afifect- 
iug the peace of Europe. Consideriug 
how brief is the time sinco almost 
every move iu European politics was 
ascribed to the machiualions of Princo 
Bismarck, the way iu which Germany 
has managed to play an obscure jjart 
in recent events is curious, and from 
some points of view almost comical. 
As ft matter of fact, and by reason of 
an all-controlling policy, her. part iu 
them- has not boou less than that of 
any one uf the other Powers concern- 
ed; and yet wo hear scarcely auy thing 
about it. On this point tlio Fall Mall 
Gazette says: 

" It does not suit the politicians, it is 
not tbo business of tlio patriotic; and in- 
spired press of England, llussia, Austria, 
France, or of Germany herself, to say 
much about it. All have tboir reasons 
for silence. Hero in England it pleases 
US to tbiok that war has been averted by 
the bold, prompt, and sturdy jiolicy uf 
our own Ministers alone; though few of 
«8 who happen to bo geuuino Euglisli are 
able to stomach the oily adulation sci'v- 
ed up to them by journalists who wore 
not born to appreciate aa Englishman's 
SiBgUst of' Buch stuti". In Fvauee there is 
naturally very little disposition to note 
any striking display of Cierniuu intluonee, 
or any success it may achieve; and it iiap- 
pens that in this case the course of Ger- 
man policy ran strongly though obli(|uoly 
against France herself. Tlio Anstrians, 
who have made a sad mess of the whole 
business, liud no delight in discussing 
their various miscalculations; -while as 
for Russian politicians aud press nun, 
profound as their mortification may be, 
and wild as is their fury, it is scarcely 
for them to acknowledge that they have 
been defeated at all, and certainly not 
that defeat comes in any way from Ger- 
many; that would mean — aud i)orteud — ■ 
so much. ThoEussian policy ia to main- 
tain that it is England alone who — in her 
Belflsliness and vanity and gieed — rushed 
iu to overthrow those plans of beneficence 
and peace which were to have been car- 
ried into Turkey at the heels of Servian 
troops. That oi course w(,' all understand. 
{. Lastly, wo must speak of Oerumny her- 
self; and it is to be observed that in Ber- 
lin they are bo innocent of having done 
anytLiug to confound the politics of an 
Imperial brother that butter melteth iKjt 
in iLio mouth there, Germany was a mem- 
ber of the Triple Alliinico nu doubt; but 
i^ouly us a sort of complimentary thiul k^; 
to the 8to(d upon which peace was to re 

• puse. Tlie Eastern Question — what in- 
ti'iost hiia the in the Eastern Question? 
IVicc and qnietness was all she was 
])ledged to; auil if at a suprrmu moment 
xUtj third leg caiDO out of the stool, tint 

. was only because tuo wliolu tiling had bo- 
' come shaky from circumstances over 
' which she had no control. Austria had 
grown uneasy; Prance had grown uneasy; 
England wus straugely oppugnunt; Gor- 
many, with her small iutert;sts in the mat- 
ter, had no further iuducfniont to "stund 
in." 

And thus it is that the part taken by 
Oermany is almest entirely obscareU. 
But if it suited the politicians of the va- 

• rioua niitioiis concerned to speck out, we 
slionld tiiul u gciienil K.'ccguilioii of the 
fact tliiit the negotiations and intrigues of 
the last SIX liK.nihM have beeu driven into 
the oul lie sm: wlicro tlioy are now corner- 
ed not by England oulpy as a passion ite 
writer ii^ the ITord no strongly insists. It 
is too much to suppose that the English 
Government alone (whiobwas not a mem- 
ber of the .'VUiance or a iiartakcr in its 
couusels, and which, moreover, is not bo 
well itiforined as to military and other 
intiiguos anywhere as Prussians are) per- 
ceived and uuderatood the true drift of 
affair— from the conooclioQ of the An- 
drasay Note onwards. And though from 
that jjoriod at b ast Nortlicrn intcrfcriMici' 
on behalf of the iusurgi iits u us sct ii to 
be more or le.-s of a bluini, and thuuf^h 
our Government was at all times ri sicuif 

■••to expose its insinceriiii s and to defeat by 
, all means in tluir power its real object, 
who «np]i(is. H that they would have en- 
tered uijoii a jioiicy of obstruofion which 
might at uiiy mninont liavi> boon forced 
into a poliey of rcnistance (indeed, prep- 
aration was jilaiiily made for tlx; change,) 
if they had not known of support some- 
wliert) in Europe'? Or, if that is saying 
too much, i« it likoly they would have 
done BO if they had not been contidcnt 
that there would be no German su]/port 
for EuBsia in the event of that Power or of 
licr headstrong allies rushing into war? 
It is no asixusion upon Lord Derby's 
••'(^jjoonrage to belirivo in the niter improbu- 
..'"■^ility of this supposition. Not tiiat it is 
n ^necessary to carry the belief any further 
*'br build npon it oonjeotures of aliiaiu es 
or even of formal understanding. You 
may goncirally know your allies by know- 
ing tlio rocessitioH of your friend's jjosi- 
tiou; and it was enough, perhaps, for our 
Oovernnieiit to reujiinilier that whatever 
•-■ ''Hgrucmont" and "understanding" there 
may have been between the German and 
the Bussian Ohanoellois, it was not to en- 
able Eussia to fortify herself by any 
moans, or to gain any eort of strength for 
lui over dreaded alliance with a diuly 
Btrongthening Franco. As our reader's 
know, upon tlial basis wu built our own 
confldenco that war would not l)o the re- 
Bult of the throfttening comidications of 
the last few weeks, a confidence that re- 
mained unshaken at the darkest moment; 
„Bnd we take the liberty of bidieving 

• '''that hence II l:ii) sjjriing tlio coiillib iieo (jf 

L'br Majesty's Ministers in dariug aa 
much a:! they did dare. There may have 
heou, or there may not hayo been, an 



"understanding" between the German and 
the English (ioveni iiouts oil along— in 
the diplomatic souso of the wo-d; but 
tho.'e was at least a thorough undor- 
otanding of the all bitt coin- 
pulsoiy drift of Gorman policy from 
the bottom, and that probably sufBced. 
Indeed, now that this particular game of 
intrigue has ended apparently, we wili 
confess to somo slight approliension of an 
excessive corilialitv on the part of our 
Gorman friends: an approhonsion that 
arose in this wise, sjioakiug roundly aud 
briefly. The utter discomforturo of Eua- 
sia'is no aeriona desire for£lugland,nor,if 
ahereallj does endanger us and onr 
peace, are we_ in any such hurry to pro- 
oipate her ruin as she is to precipitate the 
destruction of Turkey. It is not ho, ])er- 
hajjs, with Germany. For her, time is 
more precious; ai d it might suit Gcimun 
poli(!y well to see lUissia weakened and 
impoverished at the earliest possililo date. 
A war between Eufilaud and Turkey on 
the one hand, and Eussia on the other, to 
begin with — with France held quiet, an 
Austrian understanding at the same time, 
and V ortain possibilities of ontoring in a 
little later to linisli the work — luiglit «ell 
have had somo fascinations for the Oei- 
uian Chancellor; aud we can easily I'mi- 
coivo Uow jilausibly one might argue in 
the ear of nu Engliah Minister that wlicre^ 
as the Eistcrn Question must lie settled 
some day or other, no lietter o[)portuni- 
fy might, oeciir for st-ttliug it to JJritisli 
sidisfiiction than the latter movemmts uf 
imbroglio prosonteil. It may have bi'eu 
a mistaken fear, but wn confess we w ei r 
just a little afraid these plaiisilnlitii ,s 
might be urged rather too strongly; aud 
oven now we doubt whether Eussian re- 
tirement has not been made with some 
regard to thoiii, I[owi'\er, wo need not 
troubki oursi;! voH with those speenlatioiis 
now. It is satisfaction enough to feid, iu 
the feverish and in some respects despi;r- 
ata state of European afl'airs,that not 
from any vague sentimental I'dusidera- 
tions, nor on any conditions of bur{,'aining 
for mutual support, but from the natural 
foreo and gravitation of circumstances, 
we have a pois'erful ally to look to in 
event of forced disturbances.

Dyking tlio rrasor. 

Ediiou Colo.viht— Sib:— My attention 
has been directed to au article appearing 
in your issue of tho 5th inst. from James 
Chadsey, a Sumaa farmer, giving a de- 
tailed aooount of what might -j^e, Justly 
termed a sad calamity to the peoplo"^ in 
these sottlemonts from tho rocont over- 
flow of tlio Eraser. 

Being one of tho snlVorors nnd a resi- 
dent, I bolievo that L am capable of giving 
an opinion as to the truthfulness of the 
article referred to, aud candidly say it 
w as tho truth. As the waters are reced- 
ing and tho farms are beginning to 
make their appearance at tho highest 
points, clothed with mud or sediinout do- 
posited by the water, tho appoaranoo is a 
gloomy one. Some people might justly 
think this gloom would take possession 
of tho farmers and cause them to give up 
in despair and become thriftless; but, for- 
tunately, I don't believe there is a more 
energotic class of people in tho Province 
than ours. They have a strong hope 
that by peraoveianco their difliculties will 
yet be'ovorcomo by dyking out tho Era- 
ser water, Tho (,uostu)u may bo raised, 
is it practicable? Why, yos; because such 
works have been done with decided suc- 
cess in different parts of the world. But 
would it not bo such an expeuHive nndor- 
taking that it would bo iiiipossiblo for tho 
people ami Governmont to undortakii tho 
work lit presentV No; because nature has 
done tho pnnci|)al p.u t of the work. Tho 
slui|)e of tho valley is oblong; one end 
abut.s on the Fraser, the other at the 4S)th 
parallel, about l.") miles in length. Tho 
sides arii already dyked by a chain of 
mouutuins on ouch side so tho work of 
dyking is conllned to tho end touching 
the Eraser, a distance of about live miles. 
At leust half of this distance is aheady 
dyked by what is known as Chilliwtiack 
mountain, about two miles long, aad Mil- 
ler's mountain, half a milo in length, 
leaving a lialauco not oxccinling two and 
a half miles to dyke. What would bo tho 
probable expense V I lirinly believe that 
the total loss estimated at Sunias this 
season from tho water (S'iO.tlOO) would 
moot half the expense of building a sub- 
stantial dyke, and whftt would be tiio result 
from Hucli a dyke'? It would utilize thou- 
sands of acres of prairie land for tho rais- 
ing of all kinds of crops which aro now 
almost a waste from tho annual ovurtlow 
of tho Fraser, thus creating labor and 
homes for hundreds of people, and would 
retain in tho Province thousands of dol- 
lars which now go out to a foreign coun- 
try for the commonest staple artiolos of 
lifij coiisinned in the country, thus drain- 
ing' it so heavily that it is bound to be 
l;ept in a state of poverty. 1 claim that 
])Ublic works of this nature aro roproJuo- 
tive, aud if tho lato Govorunient when 
expending such large sums of public 
111 nuey had grasped the idea of reolaim- 
ing tho overflowed lands on the Fraser, 
they wnuld to-day seo tbnt money reji-o- 
dueiug itself in fields of griiiu and immi- 
grants coming to our shores. 

Tl;e immigration policy of the prescmt 
(ioveriimeut is drawing nearer tho desired 
purpose by the appointment of agents at 
New Westminster and Victoria, instead 
of, aa it used to be, at London and San 
Francisco. Now, tlio duty of theso agents 
will bo to secure nil the immigrants tliat 
come to British Coluiiibia. What better 
inducement could an agi'iit give than by 
tolling a Betlli.'r that the Government had 
some paririo lands dyked and perfectly 
HocureJ from water at S5 or 810 an acre, 
where they could go and raiso a crop aa 
soon as it was fenced V Such land at tho 
price would go at once. What better 
|)roof aa to tho practicability of dyking 
Sumiis than the fact that the landowners 
are almost unanimous in favor of coporat- 
ing with the Governmont in this work- 
willing to bear their portion of tho ex- 
pense. Provided that sufficient time bo 
given by pa3ring annual instalments, they 
will pay both principal and interest in 
ton years. 

Tb(! Ilrst ste[) to bo taken in liiis Rclicmo 
would bo for t 111! (niv(>rnineiii to employ 
a practical engineer, and if there is none 
in the country import one from the Unit- 
ed States or Europe, and tost the nature 
of the gi'ound and suggest or draw up a 
lilan and sclieiiio for the dyke, and also 
give the probable exiiense. Then the 
people and Goverimient would have a 
iiasis to work njion. I trust and hojio 
that the Government will see its way 
clear to move in this matter soon, for 
there are other places similar to Samas 
to be reclaimed and must be. There aro 
MatHqui Prairie, Pitt River Meadow, oud 
tho Delta of the Fraaor.

The times are dull rathortlian hard; 
but thoy aro very dull. Years have 
passed since tlioro was so bad a sea- 
son, aud it might have boeu expected 
that a season matk<3d by the return of 
the Prince of Wales would have been 
one of more than usual brilliancy. In 
every direction there are signs that the 
world is economizing, and has loss 
money than it used to have for lu.xury 
nud recreation. Pictures do not fetch 
thoir old prices, houses will not let, 
tho supply of horses exceeds the de- 
maud, and servants cannot get places 
equal to the height of thoir ambition. 
Loudon is less gay because Loudon is 
less rich; and that London should bo 
so far less rich as to have begun to 
make its ocouoniies evident, means 
much ill tho current history of the 
country. The wealth of tho provinces 
IS poured into London, aud ■when 
Loudon shows tho jiressure of dull 
times there can be no doubt that limes 
aro very dull throughout England. It 
is not that any great calamity is 
weigbiug on Iho country, but a uum- 
i)cr of small iidvorao causes Lave pro- 
diicod a large iiiifavunibly result. Wo 
are now in tho mitlst of a commercial 
crisis, and if trade is more limited, it 
is sounder than it used to be. People 
are not so much ruined as hit, and 
the number of people who have been 
liit ill various ways is enormous. 
Large losses liuvo Ijc-on sustained by 
tho holders of foreign bonds, and 
many who have been accustomed to 
live merrily ou precarious incomes 
have found their resources suddenly 
at an end. 

Hut this is an element in tho gener- 
al aggregate of iiapecuuiosity tbo im- 
portance of which may bo easily ex- 
aggerated. London is not nauoh af- 
fected by tho miseries of the Turkish 
and Peruvian bondholders, and it is 
not until the home trade and homo 
revenue aro affected that economy be- 
comes apparent. It is because steady 
people aro suffering that London 
shows signs of distress. The divi- 
dends on English railways, for exam- 
l)le, have grown less; traffic is decroas- 
ing, and approheusious are entertaiu- 
(al lost divitlciuls should fall off still 
further. Tho capital represented b^' 
invcstinonts iu railways has naturally 
diminished in nominal value with de- 
creasing dividends, and investors find 
not only that they have less to sjoend 
out of thoir income from raihvays, but 
that they have less to reckon ou as a 
provision for their families. If the 
present price of the stocks of the lead- 
ing railways is compared with that 
which thoy commanded a year ago, it 
will bo found that tho loss to investors 
is much greater than that which can 
be supposed to have fallen ou tho 
English holders of foreign bonds; and 
the holders of English railway stocks 
aro for the most part prudent people, 
who, when they liud they hove less to 
spend, are couteut to spend less, and 
immediately begin to retrench in all 
that part of expenditure which is op- 
tional. 

The stagnation in trade not only 
makes those who live by trade econo- 
mical in the absence of profits, but 
has cut down tho dividends of banks 
and of the soundest industrial under- 
takings. The coal aud irou industries 
are so ciiornious thai bad times with 
them must mean bad times with thous- 
ands of well-to-do families. The de- 
preciation in the price of silver again 
lias seriously affected those who live 
ou remittances from India; and the 
numerous classes who aro dependent 
on the existeiuic of soiiio sort of activ - 
ity iu business generally, as brokers 
or agents, feel painfully, though with- 
out necessarily having anything to re- 
jiroach themsidves with, that times 
aro dull. Of courso thuro aro nunier- 
ouH classes who are not touched at all. 

'i'ho lioklor of consols, if he does 
but hold enough, may still smile at 
the sorrows of his neighbors. iMon 
and women still die and go to law, and 
doctors and lawyers aro as hajipy as 
usual. But tlio general run of well- 
to-do people are suffering more or less; 
and what distinguishes tho present 
period of sufforiug, and gives it its 
peculiar cLariicter, is that it is not 
speculative, and imprudent persons 
who aro tho suiYorers so much as tho 
prudent and tho respectable household- 
ers who have no notion of getting into 
debt if they have less to spend, but 
immediately consider in what ways, 
without altering the permanent posi- 
tion of theuisolves and their children 
thoy can best (uit down expenses. 

Those who are now iniU'eriug, not 
from speculation, but from the tlimin- 
uticni of incomes through the general 
depression of business in the country, 
must naturally ask themselves with 
painful anxiety, how long this state 
of things is to endure. .Are thoy going 
through a little hour of difficulty 
which will soon bo over, or is business 
likely to be bad for a ooneiderable 
time? No doubt, if no new disturb- 
ing Clauses intervene, trade will revive 
— England is too completely at tho 
head of tho coinmerco of tho world for 
this not to haiipon some day, or other 
nations, and especially tlio United 
States, must saoiier or later work 
their way into now prosperity, and 
whatever bonolltH any part of the 
world, also, iu some measure, bonotlts 
I'higlaiid. Bull there can bo no doubt 
that there is a deep and difliciilt ques- 
tion to bo settled before it can bo said 
that prosperity will ^gai^^e seen in 
England such as in oiir most flo'urish- 
iiig days wo have witnessed. 

Can this prosporily revive without a 
very serious struggle between the 
, working ol&sses ntld'^t^eir employers ? 



There are . many signs that, for the 
general iiurposo of competition, wages 
aro loo high iu England. Up to the 
piresent time employers .' Lave, as a 
whole, made tliiS ufcinost possible ef- 
forts not to reduce wages. They have 
been content to produce without pro- 
fit rather than come into collision with 
those they employ. Reductions of 
wages have no doubt been made in 
many districts where gp:6ftt lo^fpi njnat 
have been sustained if reduoUona had 
not been made; but, as a rule, em- 
ployers have strained their resources 
to keep up wages, and this cannot go 
on forever. Belgium, Trance, and 
Germany coro ;,ete with us at an ad- 
vantage, and, low as iron is hero, it is 
kept down to this ruinous price by 
foreign competition. It is no doubfc 
truo that, in the long run, wages ""will- 
rise abroad if orders are taken away 
from England to bo executed there, 
and there is a general tendency to an 
equality of wages in competing ooua- 
tries. 

Tho wages of English workmen need 
Lot fall to tho present continental' 
point to make competition possible; 
but thoy must, it would seem, fall in 
some degree, and tho habits of the 
English workman must change at the 
same time, and he must be willing to 
work harder and better. It is perhaps 
safe to assume that under the stern 
discipliue of necessity, the English 
laborer would learn tho lesson he 
needs; but it is only very sanguine 
people who can believe that he is like- 
ly to loaru it quickly and calmly. 
Much has still to be endured and 
learned before very lively times are 
likely to return; but, on the other 
hand, there is no reason to expect vio- 
lent convulsions or sudden losses. It 
is care and prudence and economy 
that aro now needed, and that the re-' ' 
spectable classes of English society 
are willing and ready to exhibit these 
virtues, when called on, is evident to 
anyone who notices the changed aspect 
of the streets and'parks of London.
